HOOVER CALLS 
ON PEOPLE T0 
SHOW ‘SPUNK’ 


He Laments Agitation 
For Government 
Assistance

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 —(INS) 
—Political prognosticators 
were analyzing President Hoover’s 
Lincoln day address, broadcast 
from the White House study last 
night, ‘with a strong suspicion ap- 
parent it constituted the first ser- 
ious document in his campaign for 
re-election. 

Although the speech was briefer 
than most presidential utterances, 
Mr. Hoover managed to: 

1. Attack the “unceasing agita-

2. Declare against “nullification,” 
and call for law obedience and ad- 
herence to constitutional process;

-4, Praise the republic party as 
the “party of responsibility.” 

The president’s remarks were 
sent out over the complete hook- 
ups of both broadcasting systems, 
while G. O. P. headquarters here 
arranged republican rallies all over 
the country to listen jin. It was his 
first speech of consequence in a 
little over four months. 

Mr. Hoover was quite positive 
in his stand on the question of 
states’ rights and states’ respon- 
sibilities, and-he brought the situ- 
ation up to date by asserting it was 
up to the American people to fight 
their own way out of the current 
economic depression. The govern- 
ment already has undertaken its 
share of the. burden he said. 

“Threatens Liberty” 

““Though less pr t with dis-

form of governmeérfit turns in large 
degree. upon the issue of the re- 
lationship of federal, state and lo- 
cal government responsibilities,” 
the president declared. “We are 
faced with unceasing agitation that 
the féderal government shall as- 
sume new financial burdens, that 
it shall undertake increased bur- 
dens in regulation of abuses and in 
the prosecution of crime. 

“Carried to its logical extreme, 
all this shouldering of individual 
and community responsibility upon 
the government can lead but to the 
superstate where every man _  be- 
comes the servant of the state and 
real liberty is lost.”

“ASSESSOR BILL 
AIDS FARMERS 


Head of lowe Realty 
Boards Urges Its 
- Adoption 


COUNCIL BLUFFS, Ia., Feb. 13. 
—(Special)—Declaring that the 
present county assessor system has 
resulted in inequalities which 
“make the rural township the 
goat,” James R. Leverett, president 
| of the Iowa Association of Real Es- 
tate Boards, today urged passage of 
the pending county assessor bill to 
make all property bear its propor- 
tionate share of the tax burden. 

He™cited several instances in 
which the farm owners are paying 
additional taxes because large city 
properties are under-assessed. 

Wapello County Example 

_ “Take Wapello county, which 
contains the city of Ottuma,,” he 
said. One industry in that city has 
been found to be assessed at $1,- 
000,000 less than it should be. That 
means that the farms and smal 
city properties in Wapello county 
are paying enough more in taxes to 
make up the revenue lost through 
that low assessment. 

“Webster county farms have been 
carrying part of the tax burden 
that the U. S..Gypsum company 
/ Should pay. 

“In Linn county (Cedar Rapids) 
the Quaker Oats plant, real estate 
and personal combined, was found 
to be assessed at but 9 per cent of 
the value of its real estate, while 
other property was assessed at 
| from 30 per cent to 150 per cent. 

In other words, the farms of Linn 
county were paying 75 per cent of 
the taxes the Quaker Oats company 
should have been paying. 

“The local assessors in the city 
| of Clinton were assessing the large 
industries in Clinton as low as 10 
per cent, hence, the farmers in 
Clinton county were paying excess 
taxes, amounting to about 75 per 
cent of the amount that should 
have been paid by the industries.

To Restrict Hearings 
For Balance of 
Session 


By LOWELL M. PUCKETT 

DES MOINES, -Feb.. 13-——(INS)— 
The senate today voted a resttic- 
tion upon further public hearings 
on senate bills when-it adpoted a 
resolution proposed by Senator 
Benson, allowing no more “after- 
noon hearings after- Monday, Feb. 
16, or following the. spring recess. 
There is no restriction on. hearings 
before noon r 

Six senate bills were given ap- 
proval by the upper ‘house in to- 
day’s session; and one resolution 
amending the constitution was also 
voted favorably. One house bill 
was also given a miajority by the 
upper chamber group. 

Fix Size of Seinés 

The amendment, fostered oe 
Senator Moen of Inwood, would 
give the general assembly power 
to set the method by which va- 
cancies in the legislature would be 
filled, instead of allowing the 
vacancies to be filled by a special 
election as is now the law. 

Other upper house activities in- 
cluded the setting of the size of 
seine meshes to be used in fishing 
on the Mississippi.so as to..allow 
the capture of undesirable fish and 
state board of control to release 
the passage of a bill allowing the 
delinquent and neglected chi 
18 years old and older from in- 
stitutions under its control without 
a court order. 

Approval of the house bill spon- 
sored by Representative Langland 
providing for Iowa children to at- 
tend nearby high schools of other 
states at their district’s. expense, 
was given by the senate. 

After some debate had passed 
between members of the upper 
house, the senate voted to provide 
a maximum penalty of ten years 
in the penintentiary for larceny of 
domestic animals. 

House Proceedings 

A bill composed by the commit- 
tee on fish and game occupied the 
attention of the house of represen- 
tatives the greater part of today’s 
session. 

The measure provides for a fish 
and game commission of six mem- 
bers appointed by the Governor 
with the approval by the senate. 
Three of these members will be se-~ 
lected from the northern zone. of 
the state and three from the south- 
ern zone under the bill. It also 
specifies that not more than one 
member shall be from -the same 
congressional district. Not more 
than four members, the - measure 
provides, would be selected from 
the same political party. 

According to an amendment 
which passed the house by a vote 
of 71 to 30, introduced .by repre~ 
sentative Torgeson of ‘Worth 
county, three members of the com- 
mission would be men engaged in 
farming. 

Another amendment would limit 
the automobile expenses of the 
members of the commission to six 
cents a mile and all other @xpenses 
to $3 a day. 

This amendment was passed by a 
vote of 63 to 31. 

The measure will probably be 
taken up again tomorrow as a mat- 
ter of unfinished business,

The fees of attorneys in election 
*eontests involving two members of 
the house of representatives were 
reduced $710.20 yesterday after- 
noon by the appropriations com- 
mittee before placing the two bills 
cn the house calendar. 

The biggest cut was made in the 
Hall-Fabritz expense account 
which resulted from the election 
contest in Wapello county. 

The claims of E. G. Moon and E. 
R. Mitchell, attorneys, were reduc- 
ed from $400 to $200 and the claim 
of W. A. Hunt for attorneys fees in 
the same case, was cut from 
$609.50 to $200. 

Mr. Hunt’s expense claim for 
$65.70 was not allowed. 

Swift, Elsenbast & Swift, attor- 
neys in the Hatter-Gallagher con- 
test in Iowa county asked $135 in 
fees and expenses of $53.20. The 
fees were reduced to $100 and the 
expense approved. 

There are two other election 
contest bills pending before the 
legislature as a result of contests 
between Representative Henry S. 
Berry and Roy Maneor and Repre- 
sentative O. J. Ditto and H. C. 
Hattendorf of Osceola. 

Oleo Tax Discussion 

The effect of oleomargarine on 
the dairy industry in the state was 
discussed yesterday afternoon at 
the public hearing on the bill be- 
fore the legislature to tax butter 
substitutes five cents a pound. 

The Farm Bureau, the Grange 
and other agricultural interests, 
and the Iowa creamery association 
sent speakers to advocate the tax, 
not only for the purpose of produc- 
ing revenue but also to help the 
sale of Iowa butter. 

«Dr. 58, Abbott, Washington, D. 

+ Secretary of the institute of 
oleomargarine manufacturers, was 
first to attack the bill. He as- 
serted that such a tax as the one 
proposed would be class legisla- 
tion and that it would work an in- 
jury to the poorer people who eat 
oleomargarine and are least able 
to pay an increase in cost. 

Food jobbers also made a pro- 
test against the bill. They as- 
serted that the measure was dis- 
criminating against a large group 
of persons. 

‘Lhe opposition presented some 
unemployed men. They said that 
their families at oleomargarine be- 
cause it was cheaper than butter. 

Among the speakers who asked 
protection for Iowa dairy farmers 
and creameries were Ernest 
Wright and Clyde Bechtelheimer, 
of Chicago;. Prof. M. Mortenson of 
Iowa State college; Addison Parker 
of Des Moines, representing Iowa 
Farm Bureau and F. M. Hummel 
of Newton. 

These men predicted that the 
tax. would increase the consump- 
tion of butter. They asserted that 
‘it was a more healthful food. 

Cities and towns would be given 
the power to levy a tax to pay 
rentals of branch libraries under 
a bill which has been introduced 
by the public library committee of 
the house. : : 

Under the present statute cities 
are allowed to levy « maximum tax 
of three mills to erect, improve or 
repair library properties but no 
provision was made for rentals. 

The house committee on banks 
and banking yesterday afternoon 
recommended for passage the Van 
Buren bill which would permit es- 
tablishment of auxiliary banking 
facilities in communities without 
banks 


Facilities, under the provisions 
of this bill, could be established 
within a radius of 25 miles of the 
location of the parent institution 
but. would -have to be withdrawn 
in/the event a charter was issu- 
ed for local banks. 

An amendment made by the 
committee broadened the bill to 
some extent and would permit es- 
tablishment of branches beyond 
the 25-mile limit, provided no in- 
stitution could open a branch be- 
yond the lines of any county adja- 
cent to the one in which the home 
office is situated. 

Operations are further restrict- 
ed in that loans could not be made 
at a branch. Permits for branches 
would be issued by the state de- 
partment of banking and only one 
permit would be issued for any 
town. 

Offices which would be so 
authorized would be allowed to 
receive moneys for deposit and 
follow other procedure as to pay- 
ment of moneys.

“Ah was born in the south’ on 
Feb. 13, 1861, and there was thir- 
teen children in the family, -but 
dey are all laid away to rest but 
me. Ah’m still here. But Ah’m not 
a bit superstitious. No sir, not a 
bit. Stil, there’s one thing that al- 
ways happens to me and that is, 
when mah nose itches Ah always 
have company. Ah do believe in 
that, but that’s all. As far as Feb. 
13 being unlucky, Ah don’t think 
they’s a thing to it atall. No, sir.” 
She added: 
“Mah mother always told me 
never to cut a dress out on Friday, 
or it would never be finished. But 
Ah’s done ‘it lots of times and al- 
ways finished it. Ah don’t think 
there’s a thing to it.” 

Here Are Some Don’ts 
Here are some of the don’ts you 
should not do on Friday, the thir- 
teenth, if you heed the advice of 
some people: 
Don’t sweep under a bed with 
anyone in it. Sickness is sure to 
follow such a rash procedure. 
Don’t touch a person’s foot while 
sweeping the floor or they will be 
arrested.

PLAN BUDGETS 
TO FIT FAMILY 
LIVING COSTS 


Bureau of Economics 
Reports Result 
Of Survey 


Practical working budgets for 
families with annual incomes rang- 
ing from $1,250 to $2,550, have 
been collected recently by the Bu- 
reau of Home Economics, United 
States department of agriculture in 
co-operation with the women’s di- 
vision of the President’s emergency 
committee for employment. A copy 
of the budget plan has been re- 
ceived at the office of the Musca- 
tine County Farm bureau. 

The bureau has found that the 
budgets developed by different or- 
ganizations throughout the coun- 
try were designed, in the majority 
of cases, to fit the needs of the av- 
erage or census family which in- 
cludes a father, mother or three 
children. However, a few spending 
plans are available for families of 
two, three and four, with incomes 
ranging from $1,341 to $2,251. 
These budgets are ready for distri- 
bution to the public. 

The allowance for food, clothing, 
shelter, operating expenses and sav- 
ing have been calculated in the 
several budgets recommended by 
the bureau, in the opinion of Dr. 
Faith Williams of the bureau. The 
present employment emergency 
and the far reaching effects of the 
drought have reduced many family 
incomes far below their former lev- 
els and careful budgeting is neces- 
sary to meet the demands, she 
says. 

‘ Food Allowance Shown 

“One budget for a family of five 
with an income of $1,525 a year has 
proved especially helpful to the 
many families who need it,” Doctor 
Williams declares. “The food al- 
lowance for the year is $638.88. 
School lunches are $14.80, and rent 
is $318. The clothing for the fam- 
ily is as follows: Father, $55; moth- 
er, $45; son, 14 years. old, $40; 
daughter, 12 years old, $43; baby, 3 
years old, $17, and upkeep of 
clothes is quoted at $15. 

The sum set aside for furniture 
is $41.70, and for insurance, $28.60. 
Operating expenses which include 
fuel, light, transportation, school 
supplies and miscellaneous 
amounted to $163.77. Leisure tim® 
activities have not been overlooked. 
Six dollars and sixteen cents has 
been allowed for the daily newspa- 
per, $12 for church or Sunday 
school, and $58.47 for recreation. 
Health is allotted $8.52 for the 
year and savings, $26. The total 
comes to $1,524, which permits of 
a monthly expenditure of $127.08. 

These figures apply to conditions 
in Cincinnati, O., in January, 1931, 
and were prepared by the Leagué 
of Women Voters of that city. 

Cost Tending Downward 

The money set aside for food iu 
this budget is more than that which 
is being recommended by the 
bureau, for the ‘present emer- 
gency situation, Doctor Williams 
points out. If a family -of five 
chooses to follow the food guide re- 
cently developed by the bureau—a 
diet which is entirely inadequate 
from the standpoint of vitamines, 
minerals and calories—the food al- 
lowance can be reduced to $331.76 
a year. This figure is an average 
collected in 14 leading cities 
throughout the country from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific coast. 

The most recent food quotations 
gathered by the bureau during the 
last week in January indicates that 
the cost is tending downward. The 
average cost is $6.55 for filling a 
week’s market basket for a family 
of five. Pittsburgh is the least ex- 
pensive, with a price of $5.88, and 
New York City is $7.03. The other 
cities in which the prices were ob- 
tained are listed as follows: De- 
troit, $6.23; Chicago, $631; St. 
Louis, $6.33; Los Angeles, $6.37; 
Philadelphia, $6.39; Kansas City, 
$6.54; Dallas, $6.55; Charlotte, N. 
C., $6.62; Boston, $6.74; Washing- 
ton, D. C., $6.89; New Orleans, 
$6.97; Atlanta, $6.97.

Without mentioning any names nor making specific 
charges, a joint, committee of the state legislature, three 
from the senate and three from the house, will be appointed 
to find out what’s what at Iowa City. All the necessary 
machinery of the state will be at their disposal, and if the 
university authorities live up to the promise implied when 
they stated they would welcome an investigation, the facts 
should be ascertained. But whether they do or do not, the 
people of the state are expecting a thorough sifting of 
affairs. 

All states take pride in their educational institutions. 
With thousands of alumni being loyal supporters of their 
alma maters, quick resentment sometimes results. This 
was illustrated by an alumnus of Michigan who, on reading 
that a large quantity of intoxicants had been seized in Ann 
Arbor fraternity houses, exclaimed: “What of it? I remem- 
ber the time when a fellow had to be more or less soaked 
before he could join a fraternity. I don’t see that it has 
done me any harm.” Possibly not, in his case, but 
this does not refute the fact that observance of law is highly 
essential among those who are destined to become some of 
the leaders of the nation. 

“Boys will be boys” is a safe enough attitude up to a cer- 
tain extent, but we should not lose our perspeetive so that 





it will include serious offenses. 
For the same reason no ulterior motives should be allowed 


to interfere with an impartial investigation at Iowa City.

President Hoover has signed the Wagner-Graham bill 
which provides for advance planning of public construction 


as an aid to employment. 


This plan was first proposed in 


1921, and has been floundering around between the house 


and senate for the last five years.

commenting on the bill Senator Wagner stated: 

“We have long talked about public works as a means of 
providing employment, but we have never had the machin- 
ery of government to enable us to expand construction. The 


element of time is particularly important. 


Public construc- 


tion projects must be released at the crucial moment before 
unemployment has become general.” 

The law provides for a planning commission, whose func- 
tion is to watch the trend of business and to give the signal 


when public canstruction must be increased. 


It also pro- 


vides for advanced planning which will establish a reserve 
of plans, so that no time need be lost in preparation. Pro- 
visions for emergency appropriations are included. 

Senator Wagner estimates that the law will increase “a 


hundred fold’ our preparedness against unemployment. 

A similar law is urged for state construction, and cities 
could also aid by planning their public work ahead so as to 
afford employment in slack times. 

In the opinion of many capital observers, this is the first 
actual accomplishment that promises to have a widespread 
effect in reducing unemployment periods of the future. The 
difficulty will lie in foretelling a depression. There were 
few indications previous to the Wall street crash eighteen 
months ago of what we have experienced since. But if the 
plans for public construction had been made then, many 
millions would have become instantly available for construc- 
tion work. It is not a “cure-all,” as President Hoover de- 
clared in signing the measure, but it will go a long way 
toward providing employment and thereby maintaining pur- 
chasing power, the lack of which has been felt in every’line 
of business, 

Here is one instance where a commission, if it functions 
properly, can do a world of good.

“EMERGENCIES” 

No matter how many doctors 
there are, no matter how many hos- 
pitals and emergency stations there 
may be located in the cities and 
towns, it is often necessary to 
know how to do some little thing 
that, maybe, will save a life. 

Many accidents happen when we 
cannot secure aid at once. These 
are the times in which a few ideas 
come in handy. 

A man may be perfectly well and 
strong, yet, a slip, or a mis-step, 
can cause him to fall, drop some- 
thing, or break something, which in 
turn, can do injury to himself, or 
to some one who may be with him. 


On the farm, in the woods, on a} 


camping trip, in swimming, moun- 
tain climbing, and last, but not 
least, on an auto trip, especially 
where there is night driving. 

At al) times it is handy to know 
how to do a few:things. The Boy 
Scouts are taught many simple 
first aid measures which will al- 
ways come in handy. It would be 
well if.every home had a reliable 
first aid manual. The writer has 
seen Boy Scouts do bandage work 
that would puzzle anyone who dic 
not know the tricks of handling a 
roll of bandage, or a yard square 
scarf. 

The first requirement in emer- 
gency or first aid duties is to be as 
calm as possible. Whether you are 
injured yourself, or with someone 
who has been injured, the calmer 
you are the easier and quicker you 
can think of the right thing to do. 

The imperative need of first aid 
in cases of injury or sudden illness 
makes it’the duty of everyone to be 
able to render proper assistance 
until the doctor arrives or until the 
injured person can be taken to a 
doctor, 

A first-aid manual, put out by 
the “Bureau of Mines” at Washing- 
ton gives some very practical com- 
mon-sense instructions. Under the 
heading: 

General Instructions — We find 
the following: When a person is in- 
jured, they should be looked over 
carefully to find how badly they are 
injured. Do not attempt any un- 
necessary movements of the 
patient’s body or limbs. See that 
the injured part is in a position as 
nearly normal as possible, except 
in case of dislocation, which should 
be dressed in the line of deformity. 

Look for hemorrhage, wounds; 
shock, fractures, dislocations, 
burng,-etc. In examining the in- 
jured person, do not take off his 
clothes in the usual way, as you 
may @ause him unnecessary suffer- 
ing and make his injury worse. If 
the injury is of the arm, leg or obdy, 
rip or cut the clothing from the in- 
jured part, preferably by ripping 
the seams. 

Do not move the person until you 
are sure or have a clear idea of 
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j what the injury is. Do not wait a 
imoment for a doctor, as delay is 
| dangerous. Endeavor to make the 
| patient comfortable by doing what- 
| ever is necessary and no more. 
| Loosen all tight clothing, especially 
| about the neck, chest, and waist. If 
| the injured person has a flushed 

face, put something under his head 
to raise it. If his face is pale, his 
| head should be lowered. If the pa- 

tient vomits, turn his head to one 

side so that the vomited matter will 
| not get into his windpipe and choke 
| him. 





Never give an unconscious per- 
son water, whisky or other liquic4 
as it may enter his windpipe and | 
strangle him; howover, i* the in- 
| jured’ person is conscious give all 
the water he wants, but give it 
slowly and in sips. A seriously in- 
jured person should be kept lying 
down and covered with blankets, o1 
clothing of some sort. If you have 
to give a stimulant to a person in 
shock, always use aromatic spirits 
of ammonia, hot coffee, hot tea, or 
hot water. Always cheer your pa- 
tient and keep him hopeful. 

Only part of the work is com- 
pleted when the patient is ready to | 
be moved. Unnecessary or rough 
handling of a patient may undo all 
your work.

If he is conscious, give aromatic 
spirits of ammonia—a teaspoonful 
in a half glass of water—hot cof- 
fee, hot tea or hot water. If he is 
unconscious do not give him any- 
thing by mouth, but pour aromatic 
spirits of ammonia on ‘a cloth and 
| Place under his nose. Rub his legs 
and arms toward the body under 
the blankets, but do not uncover 
him. .A light hot-water bottle 
wrapped in cloth .or paper and 
placed over the heart, is a good 
stimulant. 

Although shock is dangerous and 
commonly follows injuries, it must 
not be forgotten that the patient 
may require treatment for some- 
thing still more dangerous; as for 
instance, severe bleeding, which 
must be checked.

PITTSBURG, Pa. — Now and 
then history repeats. It has two 
chances to repeat in the not so dis- 
tant future. : 

For among the fighters clamor- 
ing for their chances at the world’s 
heavyweight boxing championship 
are two men representing the ex- 
tremes in height and poundage. 

A giant of men, Primo Carnera, 
stands six feet ten and weighs 285 
pounds, or thereabouts. 

One of the smallest fellows to 
ever aspire for heavyweight honors, 
Mickey. Walker, stands but five feet 
seven and weighs a bit over 160. 

A difference in these two men of 
about. .126 pounds and fifteen 
inches. 

Freakiest Go Staged 

If they ever meet it will be the 
freakiest fight ever staged. But a 
meeting between them is not im- 
‘possible and it is not impossible 
that they meet with the worlds 
heavyweight championship at 
stake. 

Anything is possible in the 
heavyweight world of today. No 
one thought that Max Schmeling, 
a comparatively green and untried 
foreign boxer, would eVer beat Jack 
Sharkey for the honor of succeed- 
ing Gene Tunney as world’s cham- 
pion. 

But Schmeling did beat Shar- 
key—with his full length on the 
canvas. 

The heavyweight crop is rather 
poor and outsiders have a chance. 

The -fans don’t think much of 
Carnera but they probably think 
as much of him today as_ they! 
thought of Schmeling a year ago. 

And a lot of fans would string | 
with Mickey Walker if he were; 
matched with Schmeling. 

Carnera Not Biggest 

One may argue that Carnera is | 
too big but the history books show 
that a man bigger than Carnera 

‘ claimed the world’s heavyweight | 
title nearly a hundred years ago. 

He was an American, Charlie 
Freeman, 2 circus giant. He stood | 
a half inch taller than Carnera} 
and weighed 300 pounds. He is} 
not credited with a title in the 
record books but history says he 

“was the first to lay claim to the 
title. 

Seventy-five years later a man | 
almost as big, Jess Willard, stand- ; 
ing six feet seven and weighing | 
over 250 pounds, wont the title of 
world’s champion from Jack John- 
son. 

And Willard was not the worst 
champion we ever shad. 

Burns Wee Heavy 

Some years before Willard ap- 
peared on the scene a wee heavy- 
weight, Tommy Burns, beat Mar- 
vin Hart and took the title. Eurns 
weighed 163 and stood five feet 

An almost exact duplicate | 
of Walker. 

Jack Dillon, a half inch taller 
than Walker and the same weight, 
whipped a lot of good heavy- 
weights. So did Stanley Ketchell. 
Bob Fitzsimmons, once a middle- 
weight, but a lanky one, also ad- 
vanced through the weights and | 
won the world’s title.

All of which might prove a point | 
—that Carnera isn’t too big and : 


Walker isn’t too little. 

Now getting down to cases: 
Carnera is supposed to fight the! 
champion (whoever he may be 
after the 
bout) in the early fall. 

If Mick Beats Jack? 

And suppose in the meantime 
Jack Sharkey and’ Mickey Walker 
do meet, as their managers have 
already announced, and Sharkey is 


beaten. That would leave Walker | 
waiting for the autumn fight with | 


a challenge to the winner who 
might be Carnera. 

Such a champion match would 
raise quite an uproar. Every so- 
ciety out to prevent something or 
other would be on the job to stop 
it. But neither would such a bout 
as that be entirely without pre- 
cedent. 

Some mighty little men have 
waged successful battle against 
some mighty big ones. 

Match Is Possible 

The Carnera-Walker fight isn’t 
likely to be. But it’s possible. 

What is more probable however, 
is that Stribling will beat Schmel- 
ing and then Carnera; and Shar- 
key will beat Walker and then be 
on hand to challenge Stribling. 

All of these possibilities grew 
out of the mess the New York box- 
ing commission made of things in 
general by.) attempting to take 
back the crown it gave Schmeling 
last summer. 

Sharkey is the only heavyweight 
concerned who is in good standing 
now in New York and he won’t be 
if he fights Walker. 

After you’ve figured all of that 
out try to find some teams to beat 
the Athletics and Notre Dame.

First Diesel-Motored Race 
Car Out for Speed Honors 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind.—(INS) — 

The 200,000 spectators who are 
expected*to gather here on Mem- 
orial Day for the 1931 Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway 500-mile autemo- 
bile race will see a giant racing 
car loom up in the starting line- 
up. 

It will be the world’s first Die- 
sel-motored racing automobile— 
the Cummins Diesel—a _ 17-foot 
long, snow-white Indiana designed 
and built creation. It will be long- 
er and stand higher than any other 
car in the race. 

The Diest] car will possess the 
unique advantage over the rest of 
the field in that it will not have to 
stop for refueling during the entire 
race. This is expected to give the 
Diesel car the equivalent of a start 
of five miles on the field. 

The fuel tank of the unique car 
will hold 47 gallons of crude oil. At 
the expected speed of 100 miles an 
hour, one gallon of this crude oil 
will drive the car 25 miles accord- 
ing to C. L. Cummins, 42, of Colum- 
bus, Ind., builder of the machine. 

With the tank full the Diesel car 
can keep traveling around the local 
brick oval for a distance of nearly 
1,200 miles if everything else stands 
the strain. The annual speedway 
race is only for 500 miles or 200 
laps around the course,

SAN QUENTIN.—San Quentin 
prison has gone “sweet tooth.” 

Hardened criminals éating marsh- 
mallows . . . convicts spending their 
limited money allowances for can- 
dies and cookies ... that’s the 
unique scene behind the walls to- 
day. 

During the last twelve months 
nearly $50,000 has been spent 
by the prisoners for “sweet things.” 

Convicts being unable to earn 
money while imprisoned, funds for 
their purchases are supplied by rel- 
atives and friends on the outside. 
Many felons, however, bring small 
bankrolls here when they enter. 

Replaces Tobacco 

Candy has replaced tobacco as 
the leading item on the luxury list. 
Statistics reveal that $30,596 was 
used in the purchase of candy, 
while $16,776 was spent for to- 
bacco. 

Marshmallows and ch6colate bars 
are the favorite candies. 

Nearly $100,000 is expected to be 
spent this year for convict luxuries, 
which include, beside the “sweet 
things,” shaving appurtenances, 
pipes, mirrors, shoe polish and food 
stuffs. During 1930 a total of 
$92,414, was spent for these extras. 

By edict of the state prison board 
each inmate is allowed to spend but 
$8 a month. Convicts who break 
prison regulations have their buy- 
ing privileges suspended for a pe- 
riod’ of 30 days. 


luxury list are cookies, 
sugar, jelly, apples, oranges, 
gum and cocoa. 

As sugar is served only on Sun- 
day in the mess hall as a “treat,” 
prisoners are permitted to purchase 
five-pound bags of sugar for indi- 
vidual use in their coffee on week- 
days. 

Salami was recently placed on 
the list by Warden James B. Hol- 
chan, and it is “going over big” ac- 
cording to the man who has control 
over more than 4,900 convicts." 

A large share of the money is 
used in the purchase of eye-shades 
by the “fish’—the convict term for 
a new prisoner. It was explained 
that the “fish” wear the eye-shades 
to cover their clipped heads and to 
relieve, their embarrassment.

SEED MUST BE 
SOWN WISELY 


Rich Soil Not Essen- 
tial for Good 
Results 


Great disappointment will be 
avoided right from the start if 
proper care is taken in the sowing 
of seed. This is a point in success- 
ful gardening that cannot be too 
emphatically called to mind. Care- 
ful.planting of. seed is the neces- 
sary first start to a good garden. 

Very. often no . germination. yre- 
sults ‘and the seedsman is blamed 
for poor seed. The seed usually is 
perfectly good. The fault was with 
the gardener. More seeds are lost 
after they have started to germin- 
ate than at any other time and it 
is this preventable loss during the 
germination period that should be 
carefully watched. 

Seeds do not_need rich soil. Fer- 
tility is nota prime necessity at all 
for seed germination. ‘The fertility 
is needed after the seeds have ger- 
minated and the young plants have 
started into growth. Therefore any 
or ordinary garden soil properly 
prepared by. being sifted and given 
proper drainage will prove an ex- 
cellent germination medium. 

The seeds must be kept moist but 
not wet during the germinating 
period. Once the germ has broken 
the seed coat and the seed box, pot, 
or seed bed is allowed to dry out 
the tiny plant dries up and dies 
without ever getting above ground. 
Then you will hear the complaint 
of bad seed. The soil must be kept 
at an even degree of moisture and 
it must be watered often enough 
to maintain it but it never should 
be soaked so that it is in the con- 
dition of mud. 

Hot sun, particularly-if coupled 
with high winds, is a dangerous 
condition. They quickly dry out 
the soil and often shrivel seedlings 
that have gotten above ground 
safely. Therefore- the seed bed 
should be protected from the hot- 
test sun and should be in a shelter- 
ed position so that the force of a
